Experts in finance have lately 
been noting a continuing improve- 
ment in the Brazilian economic 
situation. The Exchange Bulletin, 
the Boletim Cambial, reports that 
the credit situation has eased 
markedly in the State of Sao Paulo 
in the last two months and that 
production increases are evident 
on many sides. 


Sales Upswing 

In addition, businessmen in Rio, 
one of the Nation’s largest retail 
markets, have confirmed the news 
of a sales upswing in September 
in most lines. Preliminary October 
estimates indicate that the month 
just ended will show even better 
sales. 

Credit men, too, are encouraged 
by the fact that payments, espe- 
cially from the interior, have im- 
proved and that here and there a 
tendency can be detected in lowe1 
interest rates. It is widely known 
that these had become exorbitant.

The professional men of Bra- 
zil, especially physicians and den- 
tists and practitioners of the bio- 
logical generally, have 
always declared that their knowl- 
edge is equal to that of their col- 
leagues practicing in the most in- 
dustrially advanced countries in 
the world, but that the equipment 
which they have to work with is 
not always as up to date.

Trial in Belo Horizonte 

For this 
men and manufacturers of pro- 
fessional equipment all over the 
world are watching with interest 
the experiment which is being 
conducted by the Banco Nacional 
de Minas Gerais. This banking in- 
stitution has established a depart- 
ment of credit facilities for pro- 
fessional men in its headquarters 
in Belo Horizonte. 

On application, persons prac- 
ticing a profession or certain 
skilled crafts are now able to ob- 
tain credits needed for the instal- 
lation or expansion of their offices 
or laboratories so long as they 
fulfill the conditions established. 

Repayment is made over a pe- 
riod of ten months. Before grant- 
ing the credit, the Banco Nacional 
de Minas Gerais requires the ap- 
plicant to present a detailed plan 
indicating how the loan will be 
spent. The Bank prefers to make 
payment by certified check di- 
rectly to the suppliers of the 
equipment mentioned in the plan.

May Be Expanded 
For the first sixty days no pay- 


ments have to be made on the 
borrowed money. As _ is easily 
understandable, credit ceilings 


depend more on the profession of 
the applicant than on other fac- 
tors. If this experiment is suc- 
cessful, the Bank intends to open 
similar departments in its agen- 
cies throughout Brazil.
